“Bible or Reason?” is the sub- 
ject of a sermon preached yester- 
day *y Rev. E. B. Backus at the 
First Unttarian Church. Mr. Back- 
us said in part: 

“Two different kinds of authori- 
ty are contending for mastery in 
the fleld of peligion. The first is 
the traditional authority of the 
Bible, conceived as the inherent 
the measure of all 
truth. The second is the authori- 
ty of the facts of life interpreted 
by the reason of man—-the kind of 
authority which seclence has de- 
veloped, and on which it relies for 
the discovery of truth. The sup- 
porters of each are equally hon- 
est, equally earnest. Both cannot 
be right. In the conflict between 
the two I throw my weight un- 
reservedly on the side of the au- 
thority of human reason. The 
Bible. while it contains much that 
is sublime, has been proved ctn- 
clusively to be human in origin 
and full of the errors of the ages 
in which it was produced. It does 
more harm than good in the world 
so long as it is held to have a su- 
pernatural authority. It, too, must 
submit to the test of reason. While 
the substitution of the authority of 
reason for that of Seripture may 
shock our sensibilitjes at first, we 
shall ultimately discover that our 
emancipation from the tyranny of 
‘The Book’ has been a necessary 
step In the progress of mankind 
and that the authority which sci- 
ence has developed: serves the in- 
terests of men tar better.”

MacMillan Tells of Blue- 
bells, Daisies in Blossom 
Amid Snows 
. [EXCLUSIVE 
WASHINGTON, 
Patches of bluebelle and daisies 
amid heavy frosts and snowstorms 
are described by Dr. Walter N, 
Koelz, chief naturaliat of the 
MacMillan Arctic expedition. now 
working along the west coast of 
Greenland, in a radio dispatch to 
the National Geographic Society 
today. . 
The movements of the birds are 
the sure signs of approaching 
winter, Dr. Koelz says, and flocks 
of snipe and plover frequent the 
open beaches on their way south. 
In his dispatch to the society, 
Dr. Koelz summarizes his work 
from the ship base of the Bow- 
doin and the Peary at Etah and 
on the expedition’s way south to 
Sukkertoppen, the next important 
Greenland port north of Godt- 
haab. His message. relayed 
through a St. Paul (Minn.) ama- 
teur station, says: 


“When we went ashore at 
Umanak Fjord there had been 
heavy frosts and snowstorms. In 


spite of that the flowers were atiil 
in bloom and patches of the ground 
were covered with lovely bluebelis 
and. daisies. The ferns were as 
fine and as large as those that 
gZrow around us at home. . The 
grass was still green but the wil- 
lows, birches and heath have tak- 
en on their autumn stage of red 
and yellow and on the hills the 
newly fallen snow yields but slow- 
ly now to the sun's rays.

NOVEL ENTERPRISE STARTED 


Refinery of California Pigments Company, First of Its 
Kind in Southwest, to Operate Soon 


The new plant of the California Binc Pigments Company is just 


being put into operation at Anahei 


m. The work was rushed ahead of 


schedule to take advantage of rises in the price of lead and sinc, 
caused largely by the restrictions of output in Burope, and the con- 
tracting of zinc and lead ores by French and Belgian manufacturers 


in this country. 

This company .is the first of Its 
kind in the great southwestern 
mining region to utilize complex 
silver-lead-zine ores for producing 
much-needed basic products for lo- 
cal consumption. 

The plant is essentially an ore 
refinery in which, by a combina- 
tidn of furnace and chemical 
methods, the rich concentrates of 
ore are separated and made into 
marketable products. For the 
present the plant will be restrict- 
ed to the production of a valua- 
ble acid lead concentrate contain- 
ing about 200 cunces of silver, $20 
in gold, and 25 per cent lead per 
ton, and the production of a high- 
grade, brilliant white, lead-free 
zinc oxide, 99 per cent pure. The 
former is shipped to smelters for 
further treatment, the latter finds 
an immediate market in the local 
paint trade, where it forms a most 
important paint base; as well as 
in the rubber tire factories, where 
each of the 15,000 tires that are 
daily produced in ten Pacific Coast 
factories contains from three to six 
pounds of zine oxide: and in en- 
ameling plants - where zinc oxide 
forme the most important part cr 
the white enamels on bath tuods 
and other fixtures. 

The immediate capacity of the 
Anaheim ore refinery is about two 
tons of zinc oxide per day, and two 
tonsa of acid jead concentrates, al- 
though two additional units are in 


construction which will treble this 


output. 

The ores come from the Blue 
Light mines in Silverado Canyon. 
Orange county, where it is reduced 
to concentrates by flotation. The 
dried concentrates are shipped to 
the Anaheim plant Sy truck. 

The company fills an important 
gap in the deveiorment of local 
mines and local manufacturing in- 
dustries, by creating a market for 


previously unmarketable loca! 
ores, and by some of 
California's most portant indus- 


tries with lead-free zine oxide 
which has long been imported from 
the East. 

J. J. Dwyer of Anaheim is presi- 
dent of the California Zine Pig- 
ments Company. Associated with 
him on the board are Charlies Ey- 
gabroad, C. M. Hollingshead, Ernst 
Harms, and John Allingham. The 
two latter are metallurgical engi- 
neers. 

The methods used in the plant 
have been adapted especially for 
western complex ores, and are pro- 
tected by patents issued by John 
Allingham. The pliant was finange4d 
by a small syndicate of Anaheim 
business and Los Angeles min- 
ine engineers. 

This is reported to be the first 
plant of its kind buil. here on a 
commercial scale. The particular 
methods used in it are of especial 
interest to the mining fraternity,

Companies Connect With 
New Oil Wells 


Ventura Avenue District

Reports to the effect that gas 
pipelines now being laid from the 
Ventura avenue field at Ventura 
to points in Los Angeles county to

Tests on the farm of Capt. H. A. 
Walters, pioneer goat breeder of 
Petersfield, Man., have shown that 
goat producé milk more economi- 
cally than cows and can be raised 
successfully under conditions 
where cows would not thrive. 
Eight goats, according to Capt. 
Walters, can be kept in full milk 
on the same amount of feed that 
it requires to maintain one cow. 
The ave.age good milk goat pro- 
duces from two to three quarts of 
milk a day. Moreover, the goat 
unlike the cow is nontuberculous. 

The milk goat has already estab- 
lished itself in British Columbia. 
Goat raising has developed into 
a profitable branch 6f the live- 
stock industry. There are more 
than 200 herds, comprising thou- 
sands of pure bred animals, in the 
Province as well as large num- 
bers of grades.

By the end of the first month 
the average daily attendance will 
be In excess of 150,000, according 
to present indications.

More than 7400 teachers will be 
on the pay roll, an increase of 200 
over the number who were ¢6m- 
ployed when school closed for the 
summer vacation period. The pay- 
roll budget for the new school 
year starting tomorrow is in the 
neighborhood of $19,000,000. 

With the doubling of the schoo 
population in Los Angeles duri 
the last four years and with all 
| Indications pointing to a substan- 

tial imcrease in the next few 
months, the Board of Education is 
rushing to completion dozens of 
new high schools, grammar schools 
and kindergarteng, 

The McKinley Evening High 
School, corner of Vernon and Mé>» 
Kinley avenues, reopens tomor~- 
row night. A large number of 
courses will he offered, among them 
being the commercial branches, 
English, Spanish, dressmaking, 
millinery, furniture making, me- 
chanical drawing, printing and 
linotyping. 

An employment bureau will be 
opened to aid students in finding 
work, and also to be of assistance 
to employers by recommending 
suitable people to them. 

Classes will be held four eve- 
nings a week, including Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day from 7 to 8 o'clock.

DUCATION AND PROHIBITION 

No one thought that prohibition would 
become a fact at once after the passage of 
the Volstead law or within a year or two. 
Millions of people had been accustomed, as 
& matter of course, to drink intoxicants 
very much as they now drink tea and cof- 
fee, and the immediate effect of the law 
was to change their daily life. Acting up- 
on his own volition, it is a difficult matter 
for an individual to change habits which 
have become in a large measure a second 
nature, The laws of nature themselves 
deny any such adaptability. 

But prohibition will become a fact under 
the processes of time and the conditions 
that must necessarily develop along with 
the enforcement of the law. The mental 
attitude of those who once talked about 
“personal liberty” and “personal rights” is 
changing or has undergone so much of a 
change that such arguments are no longer 
heard, not even the paid propagandist or 
shifty politician now mentions the right 
of a man to be a drunkard, a criminal or a 
social outcast. However, the question was 
never one of rights; they are always rela- 
tive and may be changed from time to 
time to suit the will and convenience of 
the majority. 

The law itself was not the result of pre 
cipitate action, although its passage as a 
War measure was of that nature. The his- 
tory—of the struggle for prohibition is a 
long one. Indeed, no other question of na- 
tional policy was so long before the peo- 
ple, and when they at last acted upon it 
they did so as a matter of mature judg- 
ment, with all the facts and arguments be- 
fore them. 

With the enactment of the law all the ar- 
guments once made against it became ob- 
solete and those who now protest against 
it and its rigid enforcement are in the mi- 
nority, lacking all the power and influence 
that were once ip their hands. And it 
should be noted that they are altogether 
a different class of people and actuated by 
motives and means that would have been 
scouted years ago. Those who were en- 
gaged in the manufacture and sale of whis- 
ky and beer when it was legal were doing 
a legitimate business, one sanctioned and 
protected by the law of the land. Fre- 
quently, and very properly, they occupied 
high places in the business and social life 
of the country and contributed to its de 
velopment in the same spirit of gopd citi- 
zenship that moved others of the commu- 
nity. 

Perhaps they did use their influence and 
means to defeat prohibition, and they were 
justified as any other class or particular 
kind of business would be in an effort to 
protect itself against destruction. Their 
quality of human nature was not unusual. 
But in their place have come the moon- 
shiner and bootlegger; men and women 
whose occupation has always been to vio- 
late the criminal laws and in whose ranks 


‘may be found the ignorant and vicious of 


every nationality; men and women whose 
kind fill the prisons, poor farms and asy- 
lums and for whose care and support the 
decent and respectable citizen is taxed to 
the limit of his power to pay. One picture 
is respectable, the other contemptible. 

Tt is natural and logical that the attitude 


of the public should be changed; if it had 
not, every principle involved in the ques- 
tion of prohibition would have been con- 
demned and also the fitness of the people 
themselves for self-government made doul't- 
ful. Education, and not that education one 
gets in the schoolroom, but that which 
comes from a free and frank discussion of 
public issues, has made the bootiegger and 
moonshiner skulking companions of the 
burglar and robber and always a source cf 
fear and danger in the community. Their 
presence is a constant threat against peace 
and an open challenge to those who believe 
in law and its enforcement. These are ar- 
guments that appeal to the thoughtful citi- 
zen, and they are many times more potent 
than thoge brought against prohibition dur- 
ing all the yeare it was agitated before it 
became the law. Then it was a question 
of policy, now it is one of law and govern- 
ment. And when the facts are brought 
clearly, with all their convineing force, be- 
fore the people they will act positively and, 
as a matter of mature judgment, in favor 
of the enforcement of the law as it stands,

Place in a saucepan one and a 
half cupfuls of boiling water and 
one and a half cupfuls of seeded 
raisins and cook until the raisins 
are tender.

CARBUNCLES (Part 1) 


‘ Satan thought he hit upon the. 
most potent thing to make Job de- 


-nounce the Lord when he afflicted 


him with boils, but he might have | 
been a little more devilish had he | 
given him carbuncies. For a car-{ 
buncle is a multiple boil; instead 


of one hair follicle or oi! gland's | 
being infected, there are thousands 
of them. 

The definition of a carbuncle tn) 
Stellwagon is as follows: “A car-| 
buncle is an acute, usually | 
palm sized. more or leas circum. | 
scribed, flattened, phiegmonous 
(pus) inflammation of the skin. 
and subcutaneous tissues, terminat- 
ing in the slough that usually finds | 
exit at several points.” . 

The disease begins with an in- 
nocent looking pimple which, how- | 
ever, is far more painful than the 
ordinary pimple. Within twenty- 
four hours it becomes larger and) 
more painful and is accompanied | 
by a good deal of constitutiona) | 
disturbance such as chilling. fe- 
ver and nervous frritation. As the | 
disease progresses, the inflamma- 
tion extends both on the surface! 
and deep. into the tissue, the pus | 
works its way very deeply among. 
the fat cells and burrows in shafts | 
like a mine, becomes deeper in col. | 
or, more painful and throbbing. | 
The constitutional disturbances | 
may be so great that the patient | 
hes to go to bed. 

Within ten days or perhaps long- 
er, it may be two or three inches 
or more in width. There is a hard 
base of irregular shape, and the 
tissues around become swollen. 
Now it begins to soften and thw 
pus begins to pour out of a num- : 
ber of openings. Sloughing takes | 
place through these openings and | 
there results an irreguler, deep ul- | 
cer with overhanging edges. 
very bad cases the whole mass may 
fall out at once. The ulcer grad- 
ually fille up, leaving a scar. 

Carbuncles are very serious in 
those who are old or “run down.” | 
They are more common in middle 
and old age, and in men. The moat 
frequent siter are the back of the 
neck and shoulders, buttocks and 


forearms. There is usually but 
one at a time. 
Causes: As with boils (and oth- 


er diseases.) we have io think of 
two causes——the preisposing cause 
and the exciting or immediate 
cause. Both of these are the same 


as with boils: The predisposing is. 
anything that causes an undermin-— 


ing of the skin resistance, especial. 
ly diabetes, overweight or under- 
weight. The exciting cause ig the 


staphylococcus germ accompanied | 
by préssure or irritation so that | 


the germ is rubbed into the skin. 
Treatment: 
serious, the treatment should be 
left to the care of a physician or 
surgeon. However,ase I know some 
of you are in places where physi- 
cians are not avaliable, Iam giving 
you some of the methods used. 
Stellwagon states that if treat- 
ment is begun early enough, car- 
buncles may be aborted. This 
abortive treatment consists of cov- 
ering the parts with hot com- 
presses of gauze or cotton soaked 
in a strong antiseptic solution, usu- 
ally 5 to 10 per cent carbolic acid 
lotion (that would be one table- 
spoonful of carbolic acid to five 
ounces of water—a little over half 
a glass) or a saturated boracic acid 
solution (one tablespoonful of the 
erystals or powder to the pint of 
hot water,) or ichthyo! solution, 
made of equal parts of ichthyol 
(you can get this In tubes) and 
bolling water. Ichthyol is espe- 
cially recommended *4y Blaisdell!
